New York, Dec. 11.—Five men were 
injured tonight when, with a roar that’ 
shook the ground for a ten-mile radius, 
a tanker blew up at the foot of\Dwight 
street, in the Erie basin, Brooklyn. 

Thousands in the metropolitan area 
thought an earthquake had occurred. 
Police stations were swamped with 
panicky calls. 

The craft was the tanker Agwisun, of 
the International Steamship Co. The 
blast, at 5:45 p. m., was caused by com- 
bustion of gas in the emptied oil tanks 
in the hold. 

Fifteen men were aboard. Most of 
the crew of 38 officers and men were 
on week-end shore leave. 

The victims are Frank Camposti, 29, 
repairer on the Agwisun; John Carring- 
ton, 40, seaman on the oil tanker Silvia, 
moored alongside the- burning ship in 
the Robins drydock; Charles O'Neil, 
seaman on the Agwisun; John Walter, 
a shipyard worker, and Fire Captain 
James murphy, of Hook’ and Ladder 101. 

Walter, who lives in Brooklym, sut-

fered a fractured leg when hurled to 
the pavement outside the shipyard. 
Murphy was injured while fighting the 
fire from the dock. 

Like most naval disasters, the ex- 
plosion had its hero, Capt. Albert Koois- 
ter, of the tugboat Evelyn Jayne. 

He was cruising near the Agwisun 
when it ‘first shook under the explo-

“Full steam ahead,” he ordered, and 
ran the bow of his tug close to the 
stern of the smoke-shrouded vessel.

And as the seamen, hushed by their 
narrow escape, filed slowly on shore, 
one by one they grasped the captain's 
hand and thanked him. 

The force of the blast was felt 
throughout Manhattan, in the Bronx, 
on Staten island and far into Queens 
and Jersey. Window panes rattied and 
dishes were shaken from the shelves. 

In a few blocks radius of the ship- | 
vard terror reigned. Householders 
rushed to the streets with portable 
effects in their hands. Heavy plate 
glass windows in many neighboring 
business places were smashed. 

That there was no greater loss of life 
or damage was due to the fact 
the Aswisun was lying at the far end 
of the dock, out in Buttermilk chan- 
nel. The Agwisun was in charge of 
Second Officer Arthur Hanson when the 
blast came. Capt. R. L. Gobbins and 
First Mate Olaf Johnson were ashore. 

Hanson, with Wireless Operator Shul- 
gach and Second Assistant Engineer 
John L. Cook, were the last to leave 
the ship. They barely escaped with 
their lives. A second blast, weaker 
than the first, brought a sheet of flame 
from amidships. The two explosions 
tore out the entire rear of the ship. 
It probably will sink in the basin. 

The flames were hard to fight. A 
dense smoke screen covered the en- 
tire basin. Again and again firemen, 
led by Deputy Chief Thomas R. Lang- 
ford, were forced to retreat, gasp for 
breath and return to the battle.

Judge Lindsey, However, Is

London, Dec. 11 (By A. P.).—News- 
papers are forbidden to publish the de- 
tails of divorce cases under a bill which 


passed its third reading in the house 
of commons last night and goes to the 
house of lords next Monday. Reputa- 
ble papers have always excluded offen- 
sive details in such cases, but as soon 
as the bill becomes law it will be ille- 
gal to publish witnesses’ evidence or 
“details injurious to the public morals.” 

The proprietor, editor, master printer 
or publisher of any offending paper will 
be liable to four months’ imprisonment 
and a fine of $2,509. 

Most of the newspapers commenting 
on the bill thus far welcome it as mak- 
ing for a cleaner press. The Daily Mail 
points out, however, that one of the 
results may be to make divorce com- 
moner because of the secrecy. The 
Westminster Gazette attacks the meas- 
ure on the ground that it curtails the 
freedom of the press, and that the open 
trial system is one of the safeguards of 
justice. 

The bill will not affect. the importa- 
tion of foreign papers carrying details 
of foreign divorces unless they are in- 
decent. It covers the reports of English 


proceedings in foreign papers, however, 
if such papers are imported into Eng- 
land.

American Views Differ.

Aetna Indemnity 
Receivership Ends 


Hartford, Conn., Dec. 11 (By A. P.).— 
The receivership of the Aetna Indemnity 
Co. was finally terminated by court 
order today. The company was thrown 
into a receivership because of financia] 
troubles in January, 1911, and suits 
were begun against it by clients all over 
the country. 

The final order signed by Judge L. J. 
Nickerson today discharged J. Birney 
Tuttle as receiver, whose record shows 
that a hundred lawyers who contested 
claims before him are dead. 

Claims filed against the Aetna In- 
demnity ‘amounted to $1,600,000, but 
these were reduced by a million dollars 
after court battles. The receivership 
paid 51 per cent on the $600,000 of 
allowed claims.

The building recently completed at 
|Massachusetts avenue and F street 
'northwest for Child's restaurant is one 
| of the unique stfuctures in Washing- 


| ton. It was constructed by the William 
P. Lipscomb Construction Co. 

| This new building is most befitting 
‘for the Capital City of the country. 
| There is a lofty dignity and an archi- 
|tectural béauty about it seldom seen 
lin restautants. It is the type of buiid- 
\ing Washington needs to miake oh the 
city of beauty. 

It is one of the two buildings in the 
|United States constructed of Italian 
| Doria limestone, &@ lava rock from Italy, 
| used on the exterior. 

Everything used was especially pre- 

'pared for it. This was made necessary 
|by the triangular shape of the build- 
| ing. No stock materials could be used. 

From the outside the building seems 
(a bank. The large windows are of 

bronze, made by a Rhode Island firm. 
They cost more than $1,000 each. The 
|exterior walls are ornamented with 
| carved plaques of various designs, and 
}and there are, besides, carved cornices, 
pilasters and fleur de lis. 

The dining room is entered by a 
large bronze revolving door set in one 
|of the eleven windows. Over the door 
is a large loving cup. Within, on 
either side of the door, are quaint lit- 
tle lights, the only ones in the build- 
|ing not concealed. 

Immediately upon entering one is im- 
| pressed with the color scheme of blue 
|and tan, which is a complete deviation 
|from the usual Child scheme of white. 
|The celling is of a robin’s egg blue 
and the walls are buff and stone. Here 
again an Italian stone is used, 
| Travertine marble. This is also of a 
volcanic formation, though more com- 
monly seen in the United States than 
the Doria limestone. The honey-comb- 
ing in the stone gives it the effect of 
| being worm eaten. 
| The lighting fixtures have been con- 
cealed behind beams running along the 
sides of the celling. At night the effect 
‘is beautiful. The ceiling looks to be a 
| pale blue sky. 
| The radiators and ventilators are 
hidden behind furred walls of the 
|Travertine marble. Cold air is drawn 
|by fans from the outside over the 
‘radiators, thus warming it before it 
yreaches the room. As this is being 
done other fans draw off the stale air. 
_ ‘The walls and the ceiling are garnigsh- 
'ed with fretted ornamentations. The 
columns of Travertine marble are cap- 
ped by large hand-carved scrolls. The 
wainscoting of the dining room is of 
Hautville marble. 

The floor is a block design of terraz- 
| za in various colors, bordered with brass 
|strippings. Sienna, Cardiff green, Ver- 
‘mont white, and black Belge, which 
|is imported from Belgium, are some of 
| the marbles used in the flooring.

F the construction of golf courses, 
| like the making of books, there 
is no end. 

Now it is the Riverside Golf club, to} 
be located on a tract of 160 acres near 
Fort’ Foote, Md. The property will be 
reached by following the Fort Washing- 
ton road out of Congress Heights, in 
the southeastern section of the District, 
with two miles of gravel road branch- 
ing off into the tract, the distance be- 
ing fourteen miles from the center of 
the city. 

No publicity is to be given at present 
to tne names of the promoters of the 
enterprise, but the leading spirits are 
three well-known golfers belonging. to 
three different golf clubs in this sec- 
tion. The services of Dr. T. J. W. Brown 
have already been engaged for the con- 
struction of the course and he has 
planned the layout with a promise that 
nine holes will be ready for use in the 
spring. 

Later nine additional holes will be 
bullt. The terrain is slightly rolling 
and there is a fine view of the Potomac 
from all points 
The proposition is to conduct a pub- 
lic course, pure and simple. The first 
idea was to make it semipublic, but this 
has been abandoned. As at Sherwood 
Forest, golf will not be the only at- 
traction. 

Bathing, boating, tennis, bowl- 
ing and other attractions are 
planned, with bungalows for week- 
end golfers with their families. As 
the property can be reached by the 
river route, it is possible that .a 
ferry will be run from one of the 
wharves along the river front. 


In 


addition to this new course, it 
can 


be stated that a local architect is 
at work upon sketches for a clubhouse 
to be erected on property situated on 
the old Georgetown-Rockville pike, 
west of the Town and C ountry club golf 
course. The structure is to be the 
home of a women’s golf club and it is 
rumored that the nucleus of the organ- 
ization is a contribution of $50,000 
from a woman. golfer who wants a golf 
course where women can play at any 
and all times. 


Ever since the 
Club invitation 
come so large 


entry sts for local

The point at issue—and it has 
come continually during the past 
two or three years—is whether “the 
day of the competition” means the 
day on which the contestant plays 
or the day on which the tourna- 
ment starts.

tournament nowadays has two 
| days or more. 
| There has been no > concerted agree- 
fre on the part of the clubs as to the 
solution of the problem, some clubs 
allowing play and others refusing it. 


In the recent invitation event of the 
Bannockburn Golf club one entrant 
was scheduled to qualify on the second 
day, but asked permission to play a 
round on the first day with a contest-| 
ant who was without a partner. The 
committee rejected the request on the. 
ground that the spirit, if not the letter, | 
of the rule would be violated. | 

George T. Cunningham, a member’ 
of the club, wrote to Chairman Whit- | 
ney, of the rules committee of the 
United States Golf association, asking | 
for a ruling on the question, calling | 
attention to the fact that on the second | 
day new holes are cut in the putting | 
greens. Here is the reply which he has' 
received: 

“The local committee has full QuU- | 
thority to run their tournaments as 
, they decide best suits their conditions. 

“It is, however, not in accordance 
with the spirit of medal play to first 
allow a player a practice round and, 
' second, to change the course by cut- 
ting new holes during a qualifying 

round. Conditions as to the playing 
of the course should be exactly the 
same over the two days. 


) 


“A player playing over the course 
previous to his starting and during 
the time allowed for the qualifying 
round is, under the rules of golf, 
disqualified.” 


This reply is almost as indefinite 
as the rule. In the first sentence the 
committee is authorized to use its own : 
pleasure, and in the last paragraph dis- 
qualification is imposed. The proba- 
bility is that local committees will con- 
tinue to run their tournaments in the 
present go-as-you-please fashion. 


. 


The prohibition against cutting new 
holes on the second day will end the 
general practice in this section. It 
seems to be a logical and reasonable 
ruling and yet local committees ought 
to be given some discretion, in order 
that all contestants may be treated 
fairly. Time and time again it has 
rained heavily on the first day, 
which case the wimg omeek ed turf around 
the cup is a serious leap to good 
putting. Under these circumstances 
the second-day players ought to find 
new holes placed where the soft turf 
has not been marked by footprints. 

But it all goes to show that modern- 
ized and definite rules are badly 
needed

Perry Hoover, of the Indian Spring 
club, arises to remark that while put- 
ting is a very large part of the game 
of golf, some consideration is due to 
the player “who approaches dead to the 
pin.” 


This is very true, but “dead to 
the pin” may mean any distance 
from a few inches to 3 or 4 feet and 
if the player takes two putts from 
the latter distance, his ball might 
as well be 12 or 15 feet away. 


It goes without saying, of course, 
that the player who always approaches 
dead to the cup is hard to beat, but 
if he takes two putts, the fellow who 
holes out with one putt on nearly every 
green will eat him up alive. 


Al Houghton, of the Manor club, was 
interested last week in the paragraph 
in this column about mental hazards 
and psychology in golf. 

“I remember that one day,” he cid, 
“I was practicing from the first tee 
during a tombstone tournament at our 
club when along came Russell Edwards 
and Burton Leary playing their’ final 
strokes on the nineteenth hole. 

“The green is out of sight over tlie 
hill, so I told Edwards that he could 
win if he kept his head down and 
poked the ball down the fairway, for, 
I added, ‘there isn't a single flag out 
there.’ 

“As a matter of fact, when Edwards 
walked over the hill he saw four flags 
planted at different places in the turf. 


He won the tournament, but he 
said that I won it for him. If he 
had known that there were alreaily 
four flags in the neighborhood of 
the green, he said, he would hive 
foozied his drive beyond a doubdt.

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JOINT MANEUVERS. 


The Secretary of War formally notified 
the Secretary of the Navy on Friday that 
because of insufficient appropriations the 
army would be unable to take part in the 
proposed joint maneuvers to be held next 
year on the New England coast. Plans 
for a giant war game were devised last 
year after Congress had appropriated 
sufficient fuel funds to enable the navy 
to bring its ships from the Pacific to the 
Atlantic next summer. Originally it was 
expected that the fleet would reach New 
England some time in July, and the War 
‘Department prepared to ask the budget 
bureau to approve a special fund to al- 
low a large scale war game with the regu- 
lar army, national guard, organized re- 
- serves and army aircraft. 

The navy found, however, that it 
would be necessary to bring the ships 
around earlier in the summer, so the 
War Department asked a representative 
to ascertain what a limited scope minor 
joint maneuver would cost. The esti- 
mate for transportation of troops and 
supplies, lease of camp sites and other 
items, if the games were to be of any 
value as a military study, came to $25,- 
000. The department does not have this 
sum available, and therefore has found it 
necessary to cancel the plans. 

This is to be regretted, for maneuvers, 
particularly joint maneuvers in which 
both the army and navy take part, are 
necessary to the proper development of 
both services. Just as it would be folly 
to expect any athletic team to function 
at its highest efficiency without the bene- 
fit of competitive practice, it should not 
in barracks and on parade grounds may 
be wondered at that troops trained only 
not be as thoroughly conversant with 
their duties and abilities as they might 
be. Active field duty, moreover, always 
throws a glaring searchlight on ineffi- 
ciency and mistakes which might be cor- 
rected now at far less expense than if 
the country should find ‘itself under the 
pressure of a national emergency: 

The public is led to believe that all 
prospect of joint maneuvers next May 
is lost unless Congress shall provide 
funds. This can be done in time for the 
maneuvers. A. supplemental estimate 
should be submitted and the appropria- 
tion made. Money could not be more 
‘wisely spent.

MENACE TO COUNTRY STORES. 


Country newspapers are doing a great 
deal of “viewing with alarm” these days, 
and are sounding a note of warning 
against the proposed amendment to the 
postal rates bill now pending in the 
House of Representatives. The particur 
lar clause in the bill which has caused 
the excitement is that which provides 
that “‘the third class rate shall be 114 
cents for each two ounces or fraction 
thereof, except that any booklet consist- 
ing of 24 or more pages and weighing 
less than two ounces may be mailed for 
1 cent.” ' 

It is this provision which gives prefer- 
ential rate to the 24-page booklet that is 
responsible for thé propaganda against 
the bill. Country newspapers point out 
to their advertisers that there is danger 
in that “joker,” for the reason that the 
mail order hcuses, particularly, those 
with headquarters in New York and 
Chicago, are in the habit of supplement- 
ing the annual distribution of their cat- 
alogues with booklets in which. specia 


sales and “bargains” are presented to 


possible customers. .It is feared that the 
use-of thin paper will capture prey for 


_ the “commercial wolves who prey upon: 
_ the flocks of customers of the country ) 
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merchants.” The mail-order catalogue 
which furnishes all-the-year-round read- 
ing matter for the entire family in many 
country homes has already created havoc 
enough for the village rherchants and 
the cross-roads general store, without 
the special postal favor which this “24- 
page exemption” in the pending bill 
would give them. 

Members of the committee on post- 
offices and post roads are being bom- 
barded with appeals to have this exemp- 
tion stricken from the bill before it 
reaches the President. But they are be- 
tween the devil and the deep sea, as it 
were, because while the country mer- 
chant protests against this special treat- 
ment of the mail-order concerns the 
country buyer has not the slightest ob- 
jection to it, and the country buyers out- 
number the country merchants at least 
50 to 1. 


AMERICAN FOREIGN INVESTMENTS. 

The question of the economic effect of 
American investments in foreign indus- 
trial securities has attracted not a little 
attention. It is claimed that the loans 
will be used to establish more effective 
competition against American industry, 
and that the loans are not safe. 

In reply to these claims it is asserted 
that the international bankers are not the 
investors in foreign securities; they 
simply act as agents in mobilizing the 
savings of thousands of Americans. If 
these savings can earn better returns 


abroad, it would seem that no harm is 
done to the American fiscal system by 
the encouragement of foreign invest- 
ments. Money which puts a nation on 
its feet, it is claimed, by stabilization of 
its currency or by increasing its pro- 
ductiveness of industry and trade, en- 
larges the earning capacity of the people 
and increases their buying power and 
thus stimulates world trade as a whole. 
For our manufacturers, it is said, we 
have the protection of the tariff, and for 
those who do not have this complete pro- 
tection, we should encourage the pur- 
chasing power of other countries so that 
there will be a greater demand for 
American products. 

This defense of large American in- 
vestments in foreign securities is plaus- 
ible and appealing; but to say that manu- 
facturers are protected by the tariff is 
begging the whole question, for the ulti- 
mate purpose of these large American 
investments is to encourage foreign pro- 
duction and easy payment of the private 
debts owing American investors. It can 
not have escaped the attention of the de- 
fenders of American investments in 
foreign industrial securities that already 
a powerful movement is on foot to re- 
move economic barriers, including the 
protective tariff. Not long since the 
country was startled by the publication 
of an economic manifesto signed by a 
large number of English and American 
financiers and economists urging a low- 
ering, if not removal, of all tariffs inter- 
fering with foreign trade. 

It must be apparent that every thou- 
sand American dollars invested in 
foreign industrials is a powerful factor 
in promoting the removal-.of protective 
tariffs. The ostensible purpose is to en- 
courage foreign trade in which the 
United States is to share, while the real 
purpose is to give foreign industrials a 
better opportunity to pay their Ameri- 
can private obligations by breaking into 
the American market. 

American foreign investments in in- 
dustrial securities will do no harm to the 
United States provided the protective 
tariff is undisturbed and the American 
market is preserved for American pro- 
ducers and manufacturers. But if it is 
proposed that American money-lenders 
shall recoup themselves by turning the 
American market over to foreigners, 
there will be a vigorous and effective 
protest. 


DISTRICT FINANCES. 


The District of Columbia paid out for 
maintenance and operation of general de- 
partments for the fiscal year ending June 
30, slightly more than $25,000,000. Pay- 
ments for the operation of public service 
enterprises, such as public markets and 
the water works, and permanent improve- 
ments amounted to an additional $7,800,- 
000. The total expenditure for operating 
and maintaining the entire municipal 
government came to $33,801,139.

The statistics 
were made public in summary form by 
the Department of Commerce last week. 

Despite the fact that the Federal ap- 
propriation for the city of Washington 
is admittedly inadequate, the District 
came through the past year with its 
books at the end of the period showing 
increased assets in funds and cash bal- 
ances. This, of course, is a healthy con- 
dition, and no effort should be spared to 
make each succeeding year show a simi- 
lar condition. On the other hand the 
public has been led to believe that to 
maintain the present municipal prosper- 
ity additional tax levies will be impera- 
tive unless Congress comes to the rescue 
with some plan other than the $9,000,000 
lump sum. 

The tax rate in the District is ex- 
tremely high, especially as compared to 
actual taxes paid in other cities of about 
the same size, and should under no con- 
ditions be increased. Although the fin- 
ancial side of District affairs were han- 
dled in a highly creditable manner over 
the past year, financial revision between 
the Federal and local governments is im- 
peratively necessary if Washington is 
to be governed and developed properly. 


THE STORY BASED ON TERROR. 

Framers of courses for schools have 
sometimes been accused of carelessness 
and want of consideration for the feel- 
ings of emotional youth when they pre- 
scribe works of sheer horror, like “The 
Strange Case of Dr. Jekyll and Mr. 
Hyde” or “The Cit and the Pendulum,” as 
a necessary part of the curriculum. Such 
stories are undoubtedly well told and are 
gripping in their intense interest. The 
question, however, is if, to some finely 
or perhaps peculiarly constituted minds, 
they are not so gripping as to be disturb- 
ing or even unbalancing. It is, for ex- 
ample, somewhat difficult to get a restful 
sleep, if one has spent the evening in 
following the transmogrifications of Dr. 
Jekyll, with their terribly tragic denoue- 
ment. 


A generation or two back the Victori- 
ans were shocked into terror by the 
weird experiences set forth in “The 
Woman in White.” That thrilling novel 
of a bygone time has come back into the 
limelight in our own day because of an 
untoward event that followed its recent 
perusal. It appears that Wilkie Collins’ 
book was set for reading by the English 
board of education for a teachers’ exam- 
ination. A young women teacher, aged 
25, who was on the staff of St. George’s 
school at Kendal, in Westmoreland, was 
engaged in the study of this work, and 
declared to her sister that it was “aw- 
ful,” that she was frightened by it and 
that she could not finish it. The sister, 
who had already read the novel, there- 
upon described it to her, in order to save 
her further trouble. 

The mischief, however, had already 
been wrought. The teacher left her home 
at 8:30 one morning to go to school, but 
she did not arrive there, and completely 
disappeared.

THE SEXES IN POLITICS.

try.” He pointed out, further, that when 
the word “male” was eliminated from 
the article of the Constitution affecting 


the franchise, “all invidious distinction 


between the sexes was done away with.”

“FARMIN’ DON’T PAY.” 


The disinclination of the present gen- 
eration of farm-born boys to take up 
the vocation of their fathers is creating 
natural fear that the abandoned farm 
problem will continue to grow instead of 
diminishing. Unless some method can 
be devised to create an effective “back 
to the land” movement it will become 
more and more difficult to find the nec- 
essary labor to cultivate the soil, and the 
natural consequence will be still higher 
cost of living expenses and still greater 
prices for foodstuffs in the markets. 

From time to time a survey of the 
abandoned farms has been undertaken 
in some of the States, but there is avail- 
able no adequate report to show just 
how many homesteads have been thus 
given up by their owners. Travelers 
through the countryside, -however, can 
testify to the fact that through some of 
the most fertile sections of the Eastern 
States the dilapidated condition, sagging 
roofs and broken’ windows of so many 
farmsteads give’ eloquent’ testimony to 
the fact that in the consideration of the 
owners “farming no longet pays.” 

Following the civil war a very large 
percentage of immigrants, especially 
those from northern Europe and the 
British Isles, could be depended upon to 
people the farms of the East as well as 
the new lands of the West and North- 
west.

It is reported from Colorado Springs 
and all the Pike’s ‘Peak region; Picton, 
Chandler, Alamosa and Lafayette, Colo- 
rado; Mesa, Socato and some other 
places in Arizona; Amarillo, Tex.; Brit- 
ton, S. Dak.; Oakley and Burley, Idaho; 
Franklin and Cortland, Va. and in 
portions of the Bermudas. 

The condition is characterized by 
dark brown discolorations or markings 
of the teeth. This is especially promi- 
nent on the front teeth. 

It seems certain that the cause of 
this condition is some pecularity of 
the water, though’ just what the 
peculiarity is remains to be discovered. 

The water of Colorado Springs comes 
from mountain streams and contains 
only 58 parts of mineral matter to the 
million. That from Picton contains 
1,428 parts of mineral matter to the 
million. It is impossible to conclude 
that the condition is caused by the 
use of either hard water or soft water, 
since it fs prevalent in soft water users, 
as it is in those who use hard water. 

One theory is that it came from 
drinking water that had too little lime. 
Another theory was that too much lime 
caused it. The facts do not support 
either theory, according to McKay. 

' It seems clear that neither too much 
nor too little iron in the water is the 
cause. Artesian waters are very much 
suspicion but the proof needed

District of Columbia soldiers in the 
American expeditionary. forces in Eu- 
rope during the world war is contained 
in detailed statistics on the subject 

ompleted in the adjutant general's of- 
fice during the last fiscal year. It shows 
79 men entering service from the Dis- 
trict proper killed in action, 23 who 
died of wounds, making a total of 102 
battle deaths; 468 received wounds 
which were not mortal, making a total 
f 570 casualties. 

The task of rechecking and verifying 
he hundreds of thousands of records 
pertaining to battle casualties suffered 
by the United States army during the 
var shows a total of 50,510 battle 
deaths, of which 37,568 occurred in 
action and 12,942 resulted from wounds 
received in action. 

They also show that 193,663 nonmor- 
tal wounds received treatment in the 
cases Of 182,674 individuals, making a 
grand total of 244,173 battle casualties 
of which 244,086 occurred among mem- 
bers of the American expeditionary 
‘forces in Europe, including troops in 
northern Russia and at sea, and 87 
among members of the American forces 
in Siberia.

erp Oust 
Dr. Bast’ s Accuser 


Copenhagen, Denmark, Dec. 11 (By A 
P.)—The Rev: John VY. Ingerslev, 
principal accuser of Dr. Anton Bast, 
who recently served three months’ im- 
prisonment for misuse of charity 
funds, has been excommunicated from 
the Methodist Church of Copenhagen. 
This action was taken for his “un- 
brotherly deed” in filing a counter 
Claim for 137,000 kroner (about $35,- 
000) for expenses in moving from the 
United States to Denmark and for his 
dismissal from the ministry, which he 
maintained was due to his’ opposition 
to Bishop Bast’s administration. The 
claim was filed after the Methodist 
Church of Copenhagen had brought 
Suit against Pastor Ingerslev, claiming 
the right to expel him from the house 
belonging to the church organization. 

Pastor Ingerslev was awarded 40,000 
kroner damages and 6,000 kroner costs 
by the superior court. 


Gwinnett-Autograph 
~Is Sold for $28,500 


Boston, Dec. 11 (By A. P.).—A rare 
autograph of Button Gwinnett, one of 
the signers of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, has been sold to Frederick 
Stanhope Peck, Rhode Island State 
commissioner of finance, for $28,500, it 
Was revealed today. Thomas W. Best, 
of Boston, sold the signature to Mr. 
Peck. 

The price was said to be one of the 
two highest ever paid for a document 
signature. Gwinnett came as an immi- 
grant to Savannah, acquired St. Cath- 
erine’s island, off the Georgia coast, but 
remained obscure until revolutionary 
times. He was chosen then to repre- 
sent the colony in the Continental 
Congress. Later he was killed in a 
duel with Gen. Lachlan McIntosh, who 
had defeated him in a State contest 
for brigadier general.

Furnish Helpful Clew. 


“In solving doubts, the maxim sic 
utere tuo ut allenum non laedas, which 
lies at the foundation of so much of 
the common law of nuisances, ordi- 
narily will furnish a fairly helpful 
clew. A nuisance may be merely a right 
thing in the wrong place. If the va- 
lidity of the legislative classification 
for zoning purposes be fairly debatable, 
the legislative judgment must be al- 
lowed to control. 

“The serious question in the case 
arises over provisions of the ordinance 
excluding from residential districts 
apartment houses, business houses, re- 
tail stores and shops and other like es- 
tablishments. This question involves the 
validity of what is really the crux of 
the more recent zoning legislation, 
namely, the creation and maintenance 
of residential districts from which 
business and trade of every sort, in- 
cluding hotels and apartment houses, 
are excluded,” the court points out. 

The opinion of the Supreme Court 
summarizes the general tenor of de- 
cisions by States courts as showing 4 
constantly increasing tendency to- 
ward broadly sustaining this power, 
and quotes a predominating number 
of these courts as agreeing “that the 
exclusion of buildings devoted to busi- 
‘ness, trade, d&c., from residential dis- 
tricts, bears a rational relation to the 
health and safety of the community. 


Promotion of Health 


Some of the grounds for this con- 
clusion are: “Promotion of the health 
and security from injury of children 
and others by separating dwelling 
houses from territory devoted to trade 
and industry; suppression and preven- 
tion of disorder; facilitating the extin- 
guishing of fires and the enforcement 


general welfare ordinances; aiding the 
health and safety of the community by 
excluding from residential areas the 


and disorder which in greater or less 
degree attach to the location of stores, 
shops and factories. 

“Another ground is that the con- 
struction and repair of streets may be 
rendered easier and less expensive by 
confining the greater part of the heavy 
traffic to the streets where bu is 
carried on.”

By Justice Sutherland. 


The decision of ‘the court was de- 

livered by Justice Sutherland. Justice 
Van Devanter, Justice McReynolds and 
Justice Butler, dissenting. 
,. The case came before the Supreme 
Court on appeal from the United States 
district court for the Northern district 
of Ohio. The highest court reversed 
the decree of the lower court, which 
had granted an injunction to the re- 
spondent against the enforcement of 
the zoning iaw enacted Dy the village 
of Euclid. 

The bill alleged that the ordinance 
violated the Ohio constitution and the 
Constitution of the United States in 
their protection of the right of prop- 
erty, and that the attempted regula- 
tions under the guise of the police 
power were unreasonable and confis- 
catory. . 

The original bill charged that lim- 
itations put upon the property in ques- 
tion so restricted and controlled the 
uses of the land as to confiscate and 
destro ereat part of its value. 
was aiteged that the tract lay in the 
path of progressive industrial develop- 
ment and that for such uses it has a 
market value of about $10,000

sales. He covered the subject in de- 
tail, following as closely as practicable 
the order given in the class textbook. 

The lecturer touched on the signifi- 
cance of general or institutional ad- 
vertising and pointed out that the re- 
sults therefrom were, ‘*itangible, but 
extremely beneficial over a given period 
of time. He differeritiated this clearly 
from specific advertising, the latter be- 
ing calculated to bring inquiries on 
definite current properties. 

The respective functions of display 
and classified advertising were gone 
into in detail, the former creating a de- 
sire as well as particularizing a given 
property and the latter being in the 
nature of a directory or catalog for 
those already seeking realty. 


Effective Display Discussed. 


Mr. Newcomb explained the ad- 
visability of making display advertise- 
ments interesting and easily read, 
stressing particularly the importance 
of good headings, attractive grouping 
of the matter in the space, the neces- 


sity of leaving sufficient free space to. 


set off the matter presented in the ad- 
vertisement. He exemplified the func- 


tion of the layout to assure reproduc- | 


tion in the newspapers of the exact ef- 
fect ‘desired, and mentioned the de- 
sirabllity of indicating particular styles 
of types preferred. 

Advertising in special publications, 
such as theater programs and class pe- 
riodicals, was discussed, with the ex- 
planation that such media should be 
employed where the properties in ques- 
tion held an appropriate appeal to a 
specific class of people. 


It was brought out that pamphlets | 
and folders were justified where a sec- | 
tional development or a large building | 
was involved, the sale of which neces- | 


sarily would cover a considerable period 
of time. Where such printed matter 
was to be sent out in quest of pros- 
pective purchasers it was urged that 
it be extremely brief, attractive and 
quickly readable. On the other hand, 
where such booklets or folders were 
distributed in response to definite in- 
quiries from people already interested 
or where they were to be given out by 
salesmen or representatives for the 
study of prospects to whom they 
had already talked, it was explained 
that full details were highly desirable. 
In these latter instances, the recipients 
of the material are obviously in a 
mood: to desire all the information 
procurable on their subject. 


Advice on Sales Letters. 


The use of direct personal letters was 
spoken of by Mr. Newcomb as having 
a definite place in real estate advertis- 
ing. It was pointed out that, especi- 
ally in the busy season, there are many 
names of prospects that seem less worth 
following up than others, but which 
can be covered to advantage by a care- 


ffully planned series of pertinent sales 


letters. Such a series should present 
the salient features of the property in 
question so that the most important 
points come last, with a final urge to 
definite action. :

Use of Novelties Questioned. 
The distribution of advertising nov- 


elties was spoken of as of questionable | 
| benefit, advisable only for very special | 
occasions, or where peculiarly appropri- | 


to lasting profit from all advertising 
done, the principle being that readers 
would link up with the organization 
whatever thought was epitomized in 
the slogan selected. 


The lecture was closed by Mr. New- 
comb pointing out that advertising, like 
salesmen, was a direct representative 
of the organization or individual plac- 
ing it, and that it was therefore of the 
highest importance that such advertis- 
ing convey the impression which would 
ultimately result in the greatest good 
to the advertiser through public opinion 
it would largely mold. He also urged 
that a close personal contact be main- 
tained with each person who had dealt 
with the real estate office or organiza- 
tion, showing that a great volume of 
business through friends or relatives as 
well as repeat business from the clients 
themselves would naturally result from 
this maintenance of interest. Many dol- 
lars expended in advertising to get new 
clients could be saved by capitalizing 
to the utmost the friendship and con- 
fidence of preyious clients. 


| Watch the Plants | 


@ MOVER AND GAnvDEN 


Winter house plants, like their 
brothers of the summer garden out-of- 
doors, have their insect and disease 
enemies. How this can be in the heart 
of a great city is sometimes difficult to 
understand, but the fact remains, ney- 
ertheless. Probably the pests have their 


origin in soil and propagating stock 
that come from sources far distant 
from the, florist’s shop where the ulti- 
mate potted plant is bought. 

In view of this situation, everyone 
who aspires to a successful indoor gar- 
den should possess a small sprayer from 
which liquid remedies for pests and 
diseases can be applied when and where 
desired. One of the plunger type, 
operating by compressed air, will cost 
about $2 and can be depended upon 
for durability and efficient operation 
under ‘all conditions that are likely to 
arise. It delivers a fine mist which, 
by the use of differently shaped noz- 
zles, can be directed to any part of the 
plant which may be affected. 

For the usual forms of blight, rust 
or fungous disease, the standard rem- 
edy is a spray of Bordeaux mixture. 
Whale-oil soap in liquid form, and 
nicotine solution, are successful against 
green-fly or aphis. In case leaf-eating 

terpillars or beetles put in an ap- 
pearance, y the fo well with 
arsenate of lead. 


In addition to its value as a dis- 
penser of plant medicine, a sprayer 
like this is an excellent implement, to 
moisten the foliage of ferns and others

he said. This is typical of hundreds of 
complaints made by cattlemen and 
sheepmen over the State. 

With the market price of the average 
range horse quoted at around §2 per 
head f. 0. b., Wyoming shipping points 
and taxes being assessed as usual, 
owners have allowed the colts in for- 
merly gentle herds to go unclaimed 
and unbranded. Unestimated and fast 
increasing thousands of these maverick 
horses now run the ranges, eating 
stamping and even pulling out by the 
grass that otherwise would tide 
and sheep through a 
hard winter.

Stratton Portrait.

Few will doubt the truth of the sub- 
title of Nicholas Roosevelt’s new book, 
The Philippines; A Treasure and a 
Problem” (J. H. Sears & Co., New York). 

The islands have brought treasure 
to the United States, but 
they remain a continuing problem also. 
plain truth is, Americans have:* 
Our 
is so large and with such 
varied opportunity for industry and 
adventure that our pioneer spirits do 
not have to look beyond our borders 
either element. 

Just what to do with the Philippines 
has been a puzzle with every adminis- 
tration since they were taken over by 
country.

Must Prepare Lists. 


In adapting those principles to the| 
marine corps, the measure provides for, 
f#nunual convening of a board in time 
for its recommendations to become ef- 
fective directly and indirectly by June 
1. The board is charrged with prepara- 
tion of lists of those considered eligible 
for promotion to the several grades, 
those lists to contain names suiicient | 
in humbers to insure flow of promotion 
as evenly as may be from year to year. | 
Officers will be placed on the eligible 
lists and promoted in accordance with 
the previously existing order of senior- 
ity. 

All officers not placed on such a 
list in any year that are senior to the 
junior appearing on the list of his 
grade will be transfered from the active 
list as of June 1. All officers of the 
grade of major and ebove thus re- 
moved trom the active list and those of 
the lower grades having 20 years or 
more of total service will go to the 
retired list, and those of the grades of 
Captain and lieutenants of less than 
20 years’ service will go to the reserve 
with a bonus. 

Accordingly, when an officer fails to 
be placed on an eligible list at a time 
one junior to him is so listed, he is 
transferred from the active list and aas 
no further opportunity to be considered 
for promotion. 


To Preserve Seniority. 


The result will be that the original 
seniority of the active list will be pre- 
served, and no officer will find himself 
in a higher grade junior to those who 
previously were his juniors. 

The provision that officers of 20 
years or more of total service, when 
not found eligible for promotion, shall 
be transferred to the retired list irre- 
spective of their grade, will insure 
retirement of all former enlisted men 
of long. service, many of wrom 
how are in the grades of lieutenant 
and captain, and thus save them from 
transfer to the reserve. 

In order that the phraseology of the 
meagure as finally drafted may be as 
clear @nhd precise as is humanly pos-

limited tests preliminary to further 
tests by the field artillery board. 

A report of joint tests at the proving 
ground, by the coast artillery and ord- 
nance. department, of antiaircraft ma- 
chine gun material, has been filed The 
report shows that considerable progress 
has been made in development of more 
efficient material of this sort, espe- 
cially as to mounts, data-computing 
instruments, sights, d&c. 

Additional development is being 
initiated for production of more effi- 
cient range finders especially adapted 
to machine gun use. Development also 
will be continued looking to produc- 
tion of self-contained data-computers 
for antiaircraft machine gun use. 

A new design of machine gun tele- 
scopic sight has been completed at 
Frankford arsenal, Pa. and is being 
mounted on .a Browning machine gun, 
model 1917, at that arsenal. Upon com- 
pletion of the work, the piece will be 
sent to the proving ground and later 
to the infantry board for tests. 

A review is being made of the present 
infantry antiaircraft equipment for the 
purpose of having recommendations as 
to improvements in such equipment as 
is used strictly by the infantry. 

Development of a suitable blank 
firing attachment for the Browning 
aircraft machine gun, caliber .30, is 
being continued, and preliminary tests 
indicate that the attachment will be 
successful. 

Improvements will be made in the 
latest types of antiaircraft machine gun 
tripods and a quantity manufactured 
for issue to aircraft units. Preliminary 
models of improved machine gun tri- 
pods have been furnished the infantry 
and cavalry boards for study.

Fundamental Principles Re- 
main Unchanged, Even in Ex- 
tremes of Climate, He Says.

History tells us- that each step for- 
ward in any industry, whether it be 
agriculture, manufacturing, 


always resisted. There is nothing un- 


common or strange about the resistance 
to the standardization of plumbing 
codes by a number of manufacturers, 
jobbers, master and journeymen plumb- 
ers. This resistance is usually mis- 
understanding. Objections are generally 
based upon the theory that geographi- 
cal location of a city or building is a 
factor and requires an entirely different 
code of practice. 

No man has greater respect and love 
for the trade traditions of the plumbing 
business than the writer. Monuments 
might well be dedicated to the men who 

loneered the plumbing industry for 

6 part they have played in providing 
health, comfort and conveniences to 
the people in our cities, towns end 
rural communities. 

In the mountains or by the sea, lake 
or river, sanitary plumbing is avail- 
able—a safe public water supply in the 
city—a safe private water supply in the 
country—water safe for human con- 
sumption and free from harmful bac- 
teria. A sewer system in the city and 
@ private sewage disposal system in the 
country—neither founded on theory— 
both on practice. 

The keystone or the connecting link 
between a public or private water sup- 
ply and a sewer system is the plumb- 
ing system. Its geographical location 
does not alter or change the necessity 
of providing definite safeguards for the 
protection of the health of the people. 
However, our loyalty to the plumbing 
business does not mean that we favor 
false traditions supported only by un- 
proven theory. A 

Since the distribution report of the 
Hoover Code committee, many reasons 
have been presented why a uniform 
plumbing code was impractical. The 
following were some of the reasons ad- 
vanced:

NEW NARRATIVE VALUES 


Machine Assumes Personaili- 
ties of Actors and 
of Spectators. 


ILLUSION IS INCREASED 


Hollywood, Calif., Dec. 11 (By A. P.). 
The camera has become one of the 
most agile performers on the motion 
picture set since the German influence 
came to Hollywood. The old system of 
planting the feet of the tripod firmly 
and arranging the players within its 
limited focal sweep has givén way to 
the ideas of enterprising directors. 
Scenes are shot from points high and 
low and from every direction without 
disturbing the cast arrangement.

7. Practical plumbing installed in ac- 
cordance With certain natural laws is 
applicable to plumbing practice always 
and everywhere. No human agency can 
change it. Plumbing systems that are 
designed and installed according to nat- 
ural laws will work rn ge 4 anywhere— 
up North, down South, on the tops of 
the highest mountains or down in the 
valleys below the sea. 

In our opinion, No. 7 answers the 
six other reasons. It would be just as 
logical to say that plumbing installed 
im accordance with a practical plumb- 
ing code, based upon certain natural 
laws, is applicable to plumbing prac- 
tice always and anywhere, and that no 
human agency can change t Fur- 
ther, that plumbing’ systems that. are 
designed and installed according to a 
uniform code, founded on natural laws, 
will work equally anywhere—up North, 
down South, on the tops of the high- 
est mountains or down in the valleys 
below the sea. 

And while No. 7 is a general reply 
to the six reasons persented why a uni- 
form code is impractical, we believe 
that the subject is worthy of a more 
detailed discussion.

Reasons Nos. 1 to 6G’ lay great stress 
upon differerft conditions in different 
localities which influence plumbing in-

What are the unnamed different con- 
ditions in different localities which re- 
quire a different code of practice? What 
are the great differences, in conditions 
and how do they affect a plumbing code 
of standard practice? Is the suggested 
detailed code in the Hoover report 
founded on theory or practice? The 
first six reason against the uniform 
plumbing code are based entirely upon 
theory that is merely a hypothesis de- 
noting assumption without proof. 

The word “practical” is defined to 
mean “available, useful, usable or valu- 
able.”

Twenty years ago we were told that 
for the same reasons a State code was 
impractical. We started out to prove 
the existence of these different condi- 
tions. We have found no major dif- 
ference in conditions. Climate is the 
only real difference in conditions as 
between our Northern and Southern 
States. 

The difference between a cold climate 
and a hot climate does not change any 
of the fundamentals tn plumbing prac- 
tice. It is true that a few additional 
regulations are necessary and wherever 
required, common-sense protection is 
anticipated and provided for. But they 
are neither difficult nor peculiar. The 
intensity and duration of frost em- 
a. the protection needed. Up 

orth, the roof openings are increased 
to prevent frost closure. Sewer and 
water pipes are laid below the frost 
line or properly insulated. Plumbing 
is not usually installed in buildings 
unless fully protected or heat provided. 

In the South or the tropics, where 
frost-is not a factor, no consideration 
is given to frost closure or insulation 
against frost. The tropics have their 
own problems but they do not change 
any of the underlying principles of 
plumbing practice. Water-borne dis- 
eases are more prolific. Open-top reser- 
voirs must be protected against vermin 
and insects. Rat proofing of pipes to 
prevent them from being used as run- 
ways is given more attention. But the 
methods of removal of sewage and the 
supplying of. safe water through a 
plumbing system may be the same, and 
the geographical location does not alter 
or require a different code of practice.

SHOOTING OF, BOMB 
TO MOON DISCUSSED 


New German Astronomical 
Society Has Experiment - 
as Its Object. 


Berlin, Dec. 11( By A. P.).—An at- 
tempt to hit the moon with a bomb is 
the announced purpose of a newly 
founded astronomical society of which 
Dr. Franz Hoeff, noted Viennese 
astronomer, is one of the leading mem- 
bers. 


Discounting American plans for 
shooting a man up to the moon as a 
“pit too fantastic,” Dr. Hoeff is quoted 
as saying the society will attempt next 
year to obtain virtually the same scien- 
tific results with a light-bomb rocket 
weighing about one ton. The moon 
rocket on which engineers and savahts 
are now working is designed to reach 
the moon in ten hours, propelled 
through space at the rate of a little 
more than six miles a second by a 
series of powder explosions within. 
When the rocket lands the impact is 
intended to explode a huge chemical 
bomb, the blaze of which is to be suf- 
ficiently brilliant to be observed from 
the earth.

FTER simmering for months the 
affairs of Frank Lloyd Wright 
boiled over again the other day 

and as usual it was his abandoned wife 
—his second abandoned wife—who lit 
the fire. Tracked down by officials of 
both the State of Wisconsin and the 
Federal government, the picturesque 
and free-loving Chicago architect was 
found sequestered on the romantic 
shores of Lake Minnetonka, Minn., with 
Olga Milanoff, the Montenegrin dancer, 
and her two children. 

A complication of legal actions, crimi- 
nal and civil, faced the pair. Together 
they were accused of conspiring to vio- 
late the Mann act and of fracturing a 
Wisconsin statute covering the same ol- 
fense. These two charges were finally 
dropped, but a charge of actually vio- 
lating the Mann act is still pending 
against Wright. Besides this, Wright 
will be called upon to defend a separate 
maintenance suit in Wisconsin 
Mme. Milanoff has been named in a sult 
for alienation of affections. 

All of which may be charged up to 
the traditional fury of a woman scorned 
—the woman being Mrs. Miriam Noel 
Wright. For unlike the others who 
claimed to have suffered from the er- 
ratic affections of the celebrated archi- 
tect Mrs. Wright translated her fury 
into action of a most determined sort. 
The others had recourse to philosophy. 
Mrs. Miriam Noel used hard 
sticks, stones, policemen and lawsuits. 

And Frank Lloyd Wright 
was able to ignore his wife, his six chil- 
dren, his friend and client whose wife 
he eloped with and the conventions of 
society generally, he wound up in jail 
trying to ignore his second wife.

The tortuous love life of Frank Lloyd 
Wright began, so far as the records are 
concerned, back in 1899 when he wooed 
and won the beautiful Catherine L. 
Wright in his usual forthright manner. 
At that time he was already considered 
a picturesque and unusual fellow around 
Chicago, even though the greater part 
of his professional fame was yet to 
come. 

Then, as now, he wore a wide-brim- 
med felt hat, a flowing Windsor tie and 
kept his hair rather long. He was also 
known to harbor extreme views regard- 
ing love, marriage and what he called 
the “freedom of the individual.” But 
as nobody expected he would ever try 
to put his views into effect they were 
dismissed as the harmless indulgences 
of a somewhat eccentric personality. 
Everybody thought that Frank Lloyd 
Wright would grow famous as an ar- 
chitect but nobody thought that he 
would achieve an equally sensational 
fame in another direction. 

For ten years after his first marriage 
he lived an apparently normal and 
happy life. Then one day his friends, 
acquaintances and a large section of the 
Chicago public were amazed to read in 
the local press that he had eloped with 
the wife of a close friend, Mrs, Mamah 
Borthwick Cheney, and gone to Europe 
leaving behind him a wife and six chil- 
dren. 

After a reasonable length of time had 
elapsed Edwin Cheney, the husband ob- 
tained a divorce. Mrs. Wright.not only 
declined to ask for legal redress but also 
insisted that she held nothing against 
her husband and would forgive him 
when he returned. 

When the eloping pai? came back to 
Chicago after the honeymoon trip in 
Europe, Wright made a statement set- 
ting forth a sort of philosophical de- 
fense of his position. He declared that 
he and Mrs. Cheney had decided to take 


up their lives together because it was

they could achieve 

harmony. Moreover, 

there was a principle 

at stake. The reaction 

of the average citizen 

to the love flight he had taken 
Mrs. Cheney was due, he said, to the 
old-fashioned conception of a wife, as 


only wavy

a chattel. 

“It is a heinous idea,” he declared, 
“that a husband should own a wife or 
a wife own a husband.” 

Shortly afterward Wright and Mrs. 
Cheney went to Spring Green, Wis., 
where he had built an $80,000 home for 
her. Mrs. Wright—still saying that 
her husband was a “great and good 
man’’—still refused to allow him a dl- 
vorce. So the establishment at Spring 
Green set up without benefit of 
clergy. 


was 
It was at about this period that 
Wright began to make good his early 
promise as an architect of bold concep- 
tions and sound execution. He attracted 
international attention and in the public 
prints he was referred to as creator of 
“the new school of the middle West.” 

Whether his romantic attachment for 
Mrs. Cheney remained at its original 
high pitch, was a matter of open con- 
jecture. But nobody knew anything 
about Wright’s private affairs at that 
time, for he threw a guard around his 
Spring Green estate and very frankly 
advised the public to keep out. 

One day, five years after the elope- 
ment and at a time when Wright was 
apparently not at home, Julian Carleton, 
Wright’s negro butler, suddenly went 
crazy. Seizing a hatchet, he rushed into 
the house, struck Mrs. Cheney across 
the head, knocked down her two chil- 
dren by her: first husband who were 
visiting their mother at the time, and 
after seriously wounding an unidenti- 
fied man who tried to interfere, set fire 
to the whole place and left them all to 
be consumed in the flames. . 

A few months after this tragedy 
Wright again reappeared in Chicago and 
was seen in various places with mem- 
bers of the city’s artistic and bohemian 
set. One night he was introduced to 
Mrs. Miriam Noel, a divorcee and sculp- 
tress who claimed to have been asso- 
ciated with Mrs. Harry Payne Whitney. 
Mrs. Noel was then a handsome woman 
and had quite a following. Wright, it 
appeared, was immediately struck by

her appearance and further inflamed by 
the stimulus of her conversation. 

According to Mrs. Noel’s story of that 
meeting, Wright rushed up to her, 
caught her by the waist and kissed her 
before he spoke a word. Then turning 
to the mildly astonished assemblage he 
told them that this woman was his for 
life. : 

Following that episode Wright com- 
menced a drive on her affections. Evi- 
dently it was a successful drive, for the 
next thing the public knew a second love 
nest had been built at Spring. Green and 
Wright had moved in with Mrs. Noel. 

But whereas the public in and around 
Spring Green had said nothing about 
the affair between Wright and Mamah 
s0rthwick Cheney, the new develop- 
ment seemed to arouse a widespread in- 
dignation. Several citizens declared 
themselves outraged over the fact that 
Wright had wasted so little time in “‘get- 
ting himself into another scandal.” 
There were hints of a tar and feather 
party. 

While these threats were still fer- 
menting Mrs. Nellie Breen, Wright’s 
former housekeeper, shoved the affair 
into the courts by turning over to the 
Federal authorities a batch of love let- 
ters that Wright had written to Mrs. 
Noel. The publication of these letters 
caused a nine days’ sensation. They 
were considered the last word in the 
expression of torrid emotions. 


This new _ scandal, according to 
Wright’s own admission, virtually de- 
stroyed his professional reputation. But 
by a fortunate coincidence the Japanese 
government chose that time to honor 
Wright with a commission to build the 
Imperial hotel in Tokio. He and Mrs. 
Noel went to Japan forthwith and in 
the cosmopolitan society of the Nip- 
ponese capital lived what Mrs. Noel 
afterward described as a “life of ideal 
congeniality.” 

When his commissions were executed 
Wright and Mrs. Noel returned to Chi- 
cago. By this time Wright’s first wife 
had wearied of waiting for hin: and got 


a divorce. The day after the decree was 
made final Wright and Mrs. Noel were

married and went once more to Spring

But the beginning of marriage was 
apparently the end of love: In the in- 
numerable statements about the matter 
that Mrs. Miriam Noel Wright made 
from time to time are frequent charges 
of cruelty, indifference and actual physi- 
cal violence. It got so bad after a while, 
said Mrs. Wright, that her health gave

But if the architect thought that she 
was going to slip quietly out of his life 
and let him alone from that time forth 
events were to prove him very 
mistaken. 

Mrs. Miriam Wright returned to.Chi- 
cago. A short while later the public 
became aware of Olga Milanoff. She 
was a striking, dark-haired Montenegrin 
dancer who had been married to and 
divorced from a man named Waldemar 
Hinzenbery. Mrs. Wright charged that 
Wright IFrd installed the dancer in the 
Spring Gi\en Love Nest No. 2, ostensi- 
bly as a housekeeper. 

Then followed a remarkable, harass- 
ing campaign that was to last nearly a 
year and which was brought to a period 
with Wright’s arrest in Minnesota. 

First of all, Mrs. Wright tried to gain 
admittance to the Spring Green place 
but was thrown back by a cordon of 
guards. She returned to the attack with 
sticks that she belabored the guards 
with and stones that she flung through 
the windows. 

On a third raid she was successful 
in getting inside the house but found no 
trace of the dancer. 

Then after a lull: she supplemented 
her “acts of constructive sabotage,” as 
Wright described them, with a series of 
legal maneuvers. She brought suit for 
divorce but dropped it later after Wright 
replied with a cross bill. She substi- 
tuted for that a suit for separate main- 
tenance, at the same time suing Mme.

Edmund Burke Cairns, 
whose new flying ship, the all-metal Cairns 
C-1. a thick-wing monoplane, will make the 
flight. t was Maj. Cairns, rated as a pre- 
mier aircreft designer, who built the first all- 
metal airplane in the world for the United 
navy in 1918 

The longest nonstop flight ever attempted 
will be begun as soon as the giant Cairns is 
completed and weather conditions over.the 
Atlantic are propitious next spring. 

The flight will be made to demonsirate 
publicly and internationally for the first time 
the new Stevens rotary engine, which in its 
various units weighs an average of ‘one pound 
to four horsepower and consumes a quarter 
of a pint of gasoline per horsepower per hour. 

This wonderful engine, which has proved 
a marvel to some of America’s greatest me- 
chanical engineers, is revolutionary in de- 
sign, action and performance. It has no 
cylinders, collects no carbon, is virtually 
noiseless and, because of an almost total lack 
of friction surfaces, is given a life of from 
five to seven years in constant use. With a 
total of 60-odd parts, it has only 15 moving 
parts. 

Marvelous Economies. 

In aviation, the Stevens compares graphi- 
cally with a government standard Liberty 
engine, the latter burning four times as much 
fuel, weighing eight times as much to the 
horsepower and having thousands of parts. 
A good war-time Ford-built Liberty of 400 
horsepower costs up to $8,000 or $9,000 to- 
day and it will last from 100 to 150 hours 
in aviation use before it is ‘“‘shot.”” A 200- 
horsepower unit of the Stevens engine costs 
$38.60 to manufacture in 500 lots. It can 
be picked up and carried easily on a man’s 
back or stowed in a suitcase. 

The round-trip, nonstop’ transatlantic 
flight with the new Cairns plane is to be 
made as an American challenge to the rest 
of the world on long-distance flights. 

Five French airplanes, one English plane 
and at least one and perhaps two American 
plenes will attempt the one-way nonstop 
crossing of the Atlantic next spring, accord- 
ing to recently obtained information. Col. 
H. i. Hartney, who withdrew from the ill- 
fated Sikorsky-Fonck undertaking long be- 
fore the attempt was made, chances to be 


one of a group of Americans seeking to win. 


transatlantic honors in 1927. Knowing the 


reasons for the Fonck failure, Col. Hartney 
is not discouraged by the disaster which be- 
fell the Sikorsky plane, although he will not 
employ a. Sikorsky craft in any future at- 
tempt. . 

“We shall welcome competition from 
other builders of planes and engines,”’ said 
Stevens when questioned about the All-Amer- 
ican Engineers’ undertaking, “and we hope to 
see aj many airplanes successfully cross the 
Atlantic in 1927 as there were swimmers 
to negotiate the English channel in 1926. 
We plan, however, to do just a bit better our- 
selves than make a nonstop crossing.

He has spent eight years in overcoming 
obstacles to all-metal consirucition of planes. 
The plans for his original metal plane built 
ut Detroit were approved and accepted in 
principle by the navy.

The wax melted, so the tale goes, and he was 
killed in his rapid fall to earth. 

“Darius Green and His Flying Machine,’ 
a popular poem of a generation ago, was 
much more than an attempt to be funny. 
It was a thinly veiled expression of the de- 
sire of men to do, by their inventive genius, 
what the birds do with amazing naturalness 
and ease. Young Darius worked long and 
hard to make himself a set of wings with 
which he one day hoped to soar from the 
ridge pole of his father’s barn off across the 
pastures and woodlands of the farm.

their economic uses is the monumental work 
just completed by the Smithsonian institution 
with the publication of part V of ‘‘Trees and 
Shirubs of Mexico,’ constituting volume 2: 
of the contributions from the National Her- 
barium. The author of the volume, which 
contains over 1,700 pages, is Mr. Paul C. 
Standley, associate curator of plants in the 
National museum, under the Smithsonian. He 
began the ‘task in 1918, the first part was 
published in 1920, and the succeeding parts 
have appeared at intervals. The publication 
has already proved so valuable in industrial 
work, as well as to botanists, that the first 
two parts are out of print and unobtainable. 


The immediate economic importance of 
this Smithsonian publication results from the 
great number of products of commercial val- 
ue furnished by Mexican plants. They in- 
clude henequen fiber, essential for the har- 
vesting of our wheat crop, palm oil, fine cabi- 
net woods, cacao from which cocoa and 
chocolate are prepared, rubber, drugs, aleo- 
hol, and many fruits. Mr. Standley’s book 
indicates the regions of Mexico in which these

‘The value set upon them 
was purely arbitrary, about a cent, and far 
exceeded their intrinsic value. 

“The chocolate drunk by the’ Mexicans at 
the present day is very different from that 

*prepared in the United States. It is flavored 
with ‘spices and even red pepper, and before 
serving is whipped into 2 froth with a carious

Finally she wrote to 
telling him his loved dog had disappeared 
and could not be located anywhere.

But it seemed best to tell 
him the truth about it. 

She was worried as to how Brown might 
take the news of Prince’s vanishing. But 
what actually happened was the very last 
thing she could have expected; for in a few 
days she received a letter from her husband, 
informing her that Prince was sharing his 
tent and his food in France! 

One morning as Brown was returning 
from drill at Armentieres, France, a dusty 
and thin Irish terrier rushed up to him, leap- 
ing about him, screeching with joyous excite- 
ment and licking his master’s hands. and 
boots.

But there Prince was. That was the an- 
swer, though not the solution of the mys- 
tery, which never has been’ and never will 
be solved. 

Of course, it is likely that the terrier, 
after reaching some British seaport from 
Hammersmith, made his way aboard one of 
the many boats which were plying between 
England and France and that he made the 
sea trip in that fashion. 

Yet the fact remains that he found his 
way to the coast and got across the channel 
in some manner and then found his way, un- 
guided, across country to his master at 
Armentieres. 

The story ran through the whole division. 
Next day Brown was summoned by the com- 
manding officer, who questioned him ag to 
the dog's strange arrival, and who convinced 
himself the yarn was not a hoax, 

Then Prince was commanded to parade in 
person before the commanding officer, and 
was permitted to remain in camp. 

Thenceforth, Prince was the regiment’s 

and friend. He was petted and praised 


and fed, until it was a wonder his head was 
not turned by so much attention. But he 


remained a one-man dog, and the ‘fone man”’ 
was still Private Jones Brown. 

The story was printed in all the papers on 
both sides of the ocean. There was a ten- 
dency to brand it as a fake. Sothe R. S. P. 
C. A. made a complete investigation of it, and 
reported that it was true in every detail. 

During the hottest battles, Prince kept his 
master’s company amused by his behavior, 
now inciting them by wild barks, now pru- 
dently taking to cover when some big shell 
came across.» At such times he put on an air 
of great importance that was ludicrously like 
that of some swaggering but cautious human. 

When the war ended the R. S. P. C. A. in- 
tervened again, and brought Prince back to 
England with his beloved master. . There he 
was visited and admired by innumerable peo- 
ple who had heard his story and who wished 
to see its hero for themselves. 

On Saturday, July 23, 1921, Prince died, 
after years of happy and famous life. Once 
more the newspapers of two continents told 
the tale of his mysterious journey and specu- 
lated as to, how it was accomplished.

When the Owls Come Down From the North. 
Marly in November the Snowy Owis began 
lo ‘appear well south in New England and 
over in New York State. One morning I 
was called to the telephone to be informed 
that a big owl was sitting on the radio mast 
of an amateur operator who lived not far 
from my home. It was a curious place for 
an owl of any kind to be sitting, for it was 
in the open, in the midst of. a thickly settled 
district. With my camera I hurried over at 
once, curious to discover what kind of an 
owl would thus expose himself to the public 
gaze. I was prepared for any owl but the 
one I found there. It was a big Snowy Owl, 
und he had been sitting there for a matter 
of two hours. Children played below, now 
and then Icoking ap at him in wonder and 
occasionally pounding the foot of the mast. 
Automobiles stopped that their occupants 
might gaze. He was wholly unconcerned. 
At the barking of a dog he would turn his 
head and look down. As this owl is diurnal, 
Which means that he can see perfectly in 
daylight, his unconcern was not due to in- 
ability to thoroughly take in his surround- 
ings. He was not in the least blinded or 
Sleepy. Finally I left him there, fearful that 
some ‘‘killer’’ would be unable to resist the 
temptation to use his gun. Happily, this did 
not happen. 
Now, what 
southern New 


was this owl doing down in 
England in the first week in 
November? In midwinter, when presumably 
food is searce in the far North, the Snowy 
Owl is an occasional visitor below’ the 
boundary line. But at this season of the 
year it should not be down here. It is 
bird of lone places, the far 
places of which we read.’ Nature has pro- 
tected it to withstand the rigors of a. bitter 
climate. Legs and feet are heavily feathered 
to the very claws. It is at home on the 
frozen Labrador, where it hunts. It fishes 
from the edge of the ice pan. The last place 
in the world one would look for it is in the 
heart of civilization. 

This: was but one of a number of Snowy 
Owls reported to me last month. At the same 
time I received many reports of the Goshawk, 
that terror of the northern woodland. ‘These 
feathered killers also came south in unusual 
numbers unusually early. The partridges, or 
Ruffed Grouse, none too plentiful at best, 
have suffered severely’from this marauder, 
for grouse is a_ favorite food. with the 
Goshawk. Why have the Snowy Ow! and the 
It must be 
that the food supply is desperately short in 
the north: This would indicate that the seven- 
year plague has swept away the Snowshoe 
Rabbits, which constitute the chief food sup- 
ply for predatory birds and animals ip the 


north. Once in seven years an epidemic 
breaks out among these Northern Hares (the 
Snowshoe Rabbit is really a hare), reducing 
their npumbers to a point where one wonders 
if any are left. Then comes the period of the 
great hunger for the predatory folk. Grim 
Starvation stalks through the northern 
wastes. As I looked up at that Snowy Owl 
on the radio mast I seemed to see the dread 
specter stalking through the land of the far 
North. 


The Undertaker Bectles. 


Last week I told of the mysterious disap- 
pearance of the body of a dead snake, which, 
tail first, was drawn into a small hole in the 
earth. I suggested that possibly a rodent of 
some kind, working from below, was responsi 
ble. But the following incident leads me to 
Suspect that the undertaker responsible for 
that curious burial was not a rodent. Says 
Mrs. H. C. Humason: ‘I once killed a snake 
and lett it in the garden to be buried later. 
The next morning I was surprised to discover 
the snake wriggling into the ground tail first. 
I never had seen a live snake wriggle back- 
wards, let alone a dead one. Six inches or 
more had already disappeared. While I was 
trying to decide whether to run or stay and 
kill that snake a second time I discovered that 
a pair of beetles were responsible for the pro- 
ceedings. They were similar to June Bugs or 
May Beetles, only more slender. They were 
digging a slanting hole, just about the size of 
the snake, and were drawing the snake into it 
tail first. The soil above the buried portion 
wasn't disturbed at all, and they seemed to be 
working underneath the snake. It was as fine 
a piece of workmanship as I have seer in a 
long while. I inferred that they were a thrifty 
couple, storing food for future use.”’ 

Mrs. Humason inferred correctly, save that 
the food supply was not intended for them- 
selves, but for their offspring. These curious 
little undertakers are called Burying Beetles, 
because when they discover a dead. bird, 
mouse or other small creature they dig be- 
neath it, removing the earth so that the body 
will settle into the ground. When they have 
lowered it below the surface they cover it 
with earth, and on it the female lays her eggs 
and the larvae from these eggs find an ample 
store of food provided for them. Comstock 
says: “A pair of these insects have been 
known to roll a large dead rat several feet in 
order to get it.to a@ suitable spot for burial.’ 


A Noisy Skunk. 


Many people appear to regard Jimmy 
Skunk as a silent animal, so far as his voice 
is concerned, This isan error. Jimmy has a 
voice of considerable volume when he is in- 
clined to exercise it; and he has a variety of 
notes, so that his voice is rather expressive of 
his feelings. Elizabeth M. Frey contributes 
the following: ‘‘Last July,’ says she, “about 
half past ten at night, we heard a chittering 
noise at the back of the house, It sounded 


very like the scolding of a squirrel, but it Was 
not as high in pitch. I turned on the kitehen 
light, opened the screen door and there wa 
an enormous skunk at. .the end of the porch. 
It gave me no attention whatever, but kept on 
chittering, directing its voice up the hill. Then 
I saw a smaller skunk leisurely picking it 
way down the hill. The sound produced bj 
the bieger skunk was highly emotional and 
very loud. Finally he went under the porch 
and I left him in possession.”’ 

This reminds me of the experience of a 
friend this summer.

early dusk and he was approaching shore 
after an afternoon’s fishing. When he wa 
within perhaps 100 feet of the shore his at 
tention was drawn to a whining, grunting and 
seemingly querulous complaint which came 
from near the water’s edge. Drifting in, he 
discovered Jimmy Skunk and Mrs. Jimmy 
making their way along the shore. Mr 
Jimmy was complaining vigorously and loud 
lv. My friend hurried on up to his camp, 
where his good wife greeted him with the 
information that the skunks that were in the 
habit of feeding at their porch daily had not 
appeared. ‘“‘Don’t worry, my dear,’ replicd 
her husband, ‘‘they are on their way. Mrs. 
Jimmy doesn’t want to come. She is telling 
Jimmy that she is too fat to walk so far, that 
they won’t find any food here when they get 
here, and that she doesn’t want to come, any- 
how.

| NEW PLANES TE 
WITHOUT A FLIGHT 


STED 


Gtustered about a marvelous electrical in- 
strument in a laboratory in Washington, D. 
(.. a group of engineers eagerly watch the 
flickering dials. Beneath the floor under 
their teet, a gale of wind roars through a 
mun-made tunnel. In the center of the tun- 
nel, communicating with the instrument in 
the laboratory above, is suspended a tiny air- 
plane—-a mere toy, only two feet in wing 
spread. Yet on this little model hangs the 


fate of an inventor’s hopes, for it represents 
a strange new plane of revolutionary design. 

Not a life is endangered, nor is a costly 
giant of the air built only to be scrapped, in 
tray trinmph of science, the latest way to test 
new airplanes at the Washington navy yard. 
When an inventor offers Uncle Sam a new 
idea for an airplane, writes G. H. Dacy in 
the January Popular Science Monthly, this 
method enables tests to be made at a total 
cost of $500, as compared with perhaps $50,- 
000 if the actual machine were built. En- 
gineers say they can learn more from these 
wonderful little models than from many 
hours of actual flying. 

Following the inventor's plans, expert 
craftsmen in Uncle Sam's workshop carve the 
diminutive craft out of mahogany. From 
time to time as the work progresses, they 
measure the model and compare it with the 


dimensions of the large-scale plans. When 
it is completed, it is a_ perfect miniature 
model of the machine conceived by the in- 
ventor—-except that it lacks motor and pro- 
peller. : 

Now it goes to the proving ground—not 
to a flying field, but to a dim square tunnel 
that a man can enter erect with plenty of 
room to spare. An immense centrifugal fan, 
12 feet across and many-bladed, is whirled 
by a 500-horsepower motor. It sends a blast 
of air through the passage, a cyclonic gust of 
160 miles an hour'‘if necessary, circling the 
200-foot length of doughnut-shaped tunnel. 
From the ceiling descends a gteel shaft. At 
its lower tip are sensitive fingers which, 
grasping the model, relay to the scientists in 
the laboratory above news of exactly what 
happens as rushing air meets plane. 

A masterpiece of ingenuity, it reveals all 
conceivable actions of the baby plane. How 
much the plane will lift; whether it will 
‘skid’? in banking for a turn; whether it 
will fly in a straight line or veer to left or 
right; and whether it is likely to take a 
sudden unexpected nose dive or turn up its 
nose and stall—these are some of the ques- 
tions answered by the machine with. almost 
human intelligence.

WASHINGTON REALLY 
HAD TWO BIRTHDAYS 


George Washington was born on February 
22, 1732. 

Thirty days hath September, April, 
and November. 

What’s wrong with these statements? 
Every schoolboy knows they are correct. 
But— , 

The first one is all wrong, and the second 
will be wrong within a few years unless the 
present world-wide movement for calendar 
reform breaks down from some unforeseeable 
reason. 

George Washington was really born on 
February 11 in the civil year 1731. Other- 
wise the accepted date of his birth is correct. 

In my boyhood, writes Frank Parker 
Stockbridge in Popular Science Monthly for 
January, we were taught both dates; one 
was “Old Style’’ and the other and currently 
celebrated one was ‘‘New Style.’’ And the 
reason for the difference is that in the year 
1752 Ahere came a drastic revision in the 
Christian calendar; in that year September 


June 


“had only nineteen days in England and the 


British colonies in America. 

That was a funny year, 1752; it was only 
eight months and 25 days long’ There was 
almost as curious a situation in 1923 in 
Russia and the Balkan states; that year had 
only 351 days instead of the regular 365 in 
the sous htion where the Greek Catholic 
church is the state religion, for the heads of 
that church changed their calendar in 1923 
for the first time since it was established by 
Julius Caesar in the year 46 B. C. 


That was the first tangible result of the — 


current movement for calendar ‘FOkaem. 


What the next will be nobody can forecast 
accurately. It may be the adoption of the 
plan proposed by Prof.. Charles F. Marvin, 
director of the United States weather bureau, 
to divide the year into 13 months of 28 days 
each, every month beginning on a. Sunday and 
ending on a Saturday, with an extra day 


tucked in as a general holiday between 
December 28 and January 1, and two extra 
days in leap years. That would be a simple 
and easily remembered calendar, one that 
would meet the demands of astronomers and 
statisticians for more accurate standards of 
comparison from year to year and month 
to month. But it isn’t entirely satisfactory 
to the business and religious organizations. in 
Europe and America who are cooperating 
under the direction of the league of nations 
in the effort to find a solution which will 
near please everybody. 

It seems certain that we’re going to have, 
within the next half-century, perhaps sooner, 
a brand new calendar by which to make our 
engagements, compute our statistics, plan our 
business programs with reference to seasonal 
matters like crop Rarvests and the market 
for Easter finery, and calculate the days .of 
coming religious festivals much more easily 
and sieeetvscctin ilk than we can do now.
